Pacific Telephone has begun 
work on the intrieate job of re- 
placing its major San Francisco- 
East Bay communications links 
to make way for rapid transit 
iacilities. 

The massive project, expected 
to take more than a year a com- 
plete-at a-cost of about $8 million, 
will involve laying new subma- 
rine cables across San Francisco 
Bay. 

They will take the place of ex- 
isting cables that are in the path 
of the Bay Area Rapid Transit 
District's trans-bay tube, 

Replacement of cables and con- 
duit on land, enlargement of com: 
pany buildings, and the addition 
of new communications equip- 
ment are part of the project. 

Pacific Telephone officials said 
the company has not been in- 
volved in a project of this mag- 
nitude since plans were formu- 
lated in the early 1930s for con- 
struction of the San Francisco- 
Oakland Bay bridge.

Death in a Sleeping 
Bag Warning 
Issued by Albany Y 


“Last summer in Minnesota, a 
16 year-old boy died 
ing in a bag that had been 
cleaned in perchloroethylene ina 
coin-operated unit, According to 
the boy’s mother and newspaper 
reports, the bag was left at an 
attendant-operated coin unit and 
picked up the same day. 

It was alleged that the bag was 
received in a roll and put in the 
car trunk. The boy is said to have 
unrolled the bag in a pup tent 
and to have slept in it pproxi- 
mately eight hours. The boy 
vomited without regaining con- 
sciousness and was in conyul- 
sions when found. 

The county coroner, an M.D., 
stated that autopsy showed death 
was caused by the solvent, Con- 
gestion in the boy’s lungs and 
internal organs, especially the 
kidneys, was attributable to the 
chemical, as were’ multiple 
blisters on the body. His report 
states that the death was due to 
pneumoniis due to uremia from 
inhaled perchloroethylene.’’

When a driver says he can stop 
on a dime, he means the last dime 
at the end of a L-O-N-G row of 
dimes, 

At 20 mph—including time for 
reacting and braking—it-takes 47 
feet, three car lengths or 846 
dimes to stop safely, Including 
time for perception it takes even 
longer. 

Here are other average stop- 
ping distances for passenger 
cars: 30 mph, 88’; 40 mph, 149’; 
50 mph, 243’; 60 mph, 366’; 70 
mph, 532’. (These average stop- 
ping distances apply to dry 
roads.) 

During daylight hours on dry 
pavement you should allow—as 
an absolute minimum following 
distance—one car length for each 
10 miles of speed.

how they will be handled 


~ Pacific Telephone will refund to its customers th8 
difference between the new rates ordered by the Cali- 
fornia Public Utilities‘\Commission and those charged 
since July 20, 1964. These new rates were ordered by the 
Public Utilities Commission on June 24, 1964, but were 
held up because the Company sought unsuccessfully to 
have the California Supreme Court declare the rate re- 
duction unlawful. This refund is pursuant to an order of 
the California Public Utilities Commission. The refund 
will include interest at the annual rate of 6% and appli- 
cable Federal Excise tax. 
Whe refund applies: 

1. To basic monthly charges for service. 

2. To message units which were charged at 4.25 

cents each. 

8. To certain Long Distance calls between points 
within California. Those subject to refund in- 
clude daytime station-to-station calls costing 
70 cents or more for the initial period, Night 
and Sunday station-to-station calls costing 60
